Vienna, June~9.—-One hundred 
thousand Hungarian reds are en- 
gaged “with the Géecho forees in a 
flerce battle for possession of ¢he 
city of Kormorn, it was reported 
from Budapest today. Monitors are 
shelling the Czecho troops, who are 
giving way. 

(Kormorn lies at the junction of 
the Wang and Danube rivers, forty- 
eight miles northwest of Budapest.) 
further details of the disarming 
of the Hungarian Bolshevist or- 
ganization at Budapest known as 
the Lenine boys, has just been re- 
ceived here. A band of 300 radi- 
cals took possession of Count <An- 
drassy’s palace whence they issued 
forth on a series of raids. 

The Lenine boys caused a reign 
of terror for nine weeks during 
which they raided many pri- 
vate houses, carrying off young wo- 
‘men and valuables. Finally Bela 
Kun, the red dictator, intervened.
